POLICE REPORT.—COURT. 


Since last report, from the whole number of arrests made by 
the police officers, 40 cases have been brought to trial before 
the court, a majority of which were disposed of by payment of 
fines, amounting in the aggregate to $119.05, and all costs of 
prosecution by the respondents. 

In 11 cases where the town, by its selectmen or police ofti- 
cers was the complainant, final judgment was rendered by the 
court, but upon one appeal was taken to the supreme court. 

Two cases, which by reason of the pleadings, placed them 
beyond the jurisdiction of the court to determine, were bound . 
over to the grand jury and subsequently indicted. 

Through the leniency of the court in the matter of costs 
three respondents who were discharged cum privilegio suddenly 
departed from town. : 

By reason of the inability of 10 respondents to make pay- 
ment, and the delay of the county in adjusting three other cases, 
the costs of prosecution in the 13 cases, together with the addi- 
tional costs of commitment in six of them, necessarily became 
chargeable to the town, but as a matter of right the town is en- 
titled to $57.85 thereon from the county, and the witnesses who 
appeared therein at the supreme court in compliance with tlieir 
respective recognizance, to such further fees as they are by la 
entitled.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE MILTON 
FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


Agreeably to an Act of the Legislature, passed January 
session, 1891, for the establishment of Free Public Libraries, 
the town, at its annual meeting in March, 1892, adopted the 
provisions thereof, passed the necessary votes for the estab- 
lishment and permanent maintenance of the Milton Free Public 
Library, to be located at Milton Mills, and chose a Board of 
Trustees for its care and management. 

Following this action the state, through the Board of Library 
- Commissioners, donated books to the town to the value of $100 
as a basis for the library. The trustees, in the meantime, had 
obtained a suitable and centrally located room for the same, 
‘and employed Harry E. Wentworth as librarian. From time to 
time they have purchased books to the number of 62, making, 
with those received from the state, 162 volumes. 

Although the library at present is small, the selections have 
been made with care and are highly satisfactory. ‘The books 
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are eagerly sought by nearly all in the upper part of the town, 
and they supply a long felt want. 

While the Nute Library at Three Ponds village is free to all 
residents of the town, it is not convenient for those living in the 
northerly section to make much use of the privilege; but the 
location of the Milton Free Public Library at Milton Mills, 
makes it a valuable substitute for the former, and it can but 
prove of great moral and educational profit to those availing 
themselves of its benefits, especially to the children, whose 
eagerness to obtain and read the books has both surprised and 
delighted the trustees. 

By the death of Mr. Charles C. Hayes, the board has lost a 
worthy, honored and intelligent member. Mr. Hayes felt a 
deep interest in the library, and accorded it his hearty assis- 
tance. Mr. Joseph Plumer was appointed to the place made 
vacant by the death of Mr. Hayes.

Every school in town this year has been a success. Our 
teachers have been earnest, patient, faithful. ‘The results are 
not al/ that could have been wished, but we believe there has 
been a distinct advance in right directions over the work of pre- 
vious years. 

T'wo of our teachers, by skilful and successful work, have 
proved that, in their case, it has not been a mistake to employ 
home talent. 

Our schoolhouses are all in good repair and well fitted for 
their purpose. In a few cases ampler and better blackboards 
are needed. Every year the demand becomes more urgent for 
apparatus and materials, other than books and ordinary school 
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supplies, to facilitate the work of both teachers and pupils. 
Money judiciously expended in this direction will yield the largest 
returns. 

Two new out-buildings need to be painted, and one of them 
needs to have the closets inside painted and sanded. The 
school-yard fence at Milton Mill sneeds to be repaired and paint- 
ed. As a matter of economy it may be best to put stoves in 
the Ponds schoolhouse for use in mild weather; and for the 
same reason the water needs to be brought from the well into 
the cellar. An additional blackboard is needed at Downingville, 
and it is recommended to put slate blackboards in the school- 
house at West Milton. It is also recommended that three cabi- 
nets of measures be purchased for our schools; one to have 
headquarters at Milton Mills; one at the Ponds; one at West 
Milton. The balance left of two of last year’s appropriations 
will cover these expenses.
